But when F. H. Sisson, vice-president of 
the Guaranty Trust Company, gave a recipe 
for success recently he said, “Here is the 
very spot in the whole world where ap- 
pearance counts the most,” and with a 
quick gesture drew a circle around lower 
Broadway and Wall street. Jeanette Eaton 
furnishes the quotation in Shrine Magazine 
m an article on “Stop—Look!—and Glis- 
ten!” And most of the emphasis seems 
to be on “Glisten.” 

“Time is the god of this region. Quick 
estimates of a man's worth have to be 
made every day. Mistakes and hesitations 
are costly. The face value of a man must 
often be accepted in doing business with 
him before his actual standing can be thor- 
oughly verified. Therefore, external sym- 
bols take on enormous importance.“ 

Then some of these external symbols are 
interpreted. A well-poised athletic figure 
stands for energy and self-discipline. That 
is why so many country and college boys 
are in Wall street. Three-fourths of the 
officers of the Guaranty were college ath- 
letes. 

A clear, healthy skin stands for clean 
thinking and fair dealing. A well-groomed 
look, smartly tailored clothes, polished 
shoes, immaculate hair, nails and linen sug- 
gest meticulous attention to details. 

Bodily vigor means power at high speed. 
Men who will not crack under the strain 
are demanded. Health means working at 
capacity. 

Too many men are chugging around on 
three cylinders. They are not positively 
ill—they just have a spark-plug short-cir- 
cuited, or their valves are full of carbon. 

Here is a face value one hardly expects 
to find in Wall street. That other face 
value would seem to be more at home and 
command larger controls there. But high 
tension demands men at their best physi- 
cally, mentally and morally. 

Personality has come to mean much in 
business as well as on the stage and plat- 
form.

Now such 
a gigantic program occasions only a flicker 
of interest from the effete motorist, who 
politely wonders if all that distance will 
be concrete or just plain paving. 

California consistently has set the pace 
for other sections of the country in con- 
struction of fine highways. When a con- 
certed good-roads program in this country 
first was inaugurated California stepped in- 
to the position of leader and has held that 
place ever since. At first there was some 
question of the wisdom of the vast expend- 
itures made by this State for highways, 
other portions of the nation believing that 
there would be no adequate return for the 
amount invested. The. falsity of such fears 


|amply has been demonstrated during the 


last two decades. Transportation arteries 
more and more are coming to occupy a vi- 
tal position. Trade and business in a large 
measure depend upon the type of motor 
roads available. 

It is encouraging, therefore, to note the 
spread of the doctrine of more and better 
roads. A wise Federal policy of help for 
the States in highway construction has en- 
cou such building without making the 
several parts of the Union dependent upon 
government patronage. Every mile of high- 
way which opens up new territory or im- 
proves the facilities for other sections adds 
potentially to the wealth of the nation and 
the prosperity of the people. It is esti- 
mated that the roads to be built this year 
will add more than $2,000,000 value to farm 
lands in improved traffic conditions. 
Having been in the van for so long in 
road building, California cannot afford to 
lag in der program. Her remarkable prog- 
ress owes much to the tneomparable sys- 
tem of highways traversing the State. By 
eliminating political “plums” in State roads 
—those which are not entitled to funds of 
the commonwealth—really. necessary ex- 
pansion along mapped lines can be made. 
The State must not deviate from the goal 
of greater highways.
